tendance is taken. Nine-fifteen may see a few more belated ones, 
but the vast majority of the student body make an effort to be on 
time. Whether they succeed <>r not is another question. However, it 
is not of the Students we wish to speak this time, but of the profes- 
sors, and a habit into whieli some of them have fallen, a habit having 
its origin, we are sure in mere thoughtlessness, and nothing else. We 
refer to the practice of keeping a class after the expiry of the hour. 
It may not seem much to the lecturer, but it is quite frequently a big 
factor t<o the student, and this not from a mere personal point of 
view. 

Many of those attending the I'niversity have a number of lec- 
ture hours following one another, and being detained by the profes- 
sor who lectures the first hour possesses a two-fold disadvantage. For 
one thing it means that the students are frequently late for the next 
lecture, a fact that is often the cause of inconvenience to, if not trou- 
ble with, the second professor, who is interrupted in his talk, and 
after the lecture is kept entering up the attendance of those who, 
through no fault of their own, have come in late. Another side of 
the question is that it does not give students a breathing space be- 
tween lectures, but causes then) to rush from one stuffy room to an- 
other, anil to sit for practically two hours at a stretch taking notes. 

The rule has been laid down that lectures are to consist of fifty 
minute periods, commencing five minutes after the hour, and ter- 
minating five minutes befo-e the hour proper is up. Some profes- 
sors make it a point not to appear on time, and whilp this in itself is 
seldom objected to, yet when these same professors make up for their 
absence by keeping on talking after the period is up, the students 
naturally don't approve of the practice. It may Ik- a ease of cause 
and effect or merely a strange coincidence, but the fact stands that 
the professors who terminate on time are. usually listened to with 
greater attention than are their tardy brethren. It is also notice- 
able that the former lecturers have their work in more concise and 
interesting form, and that the students do not straggle in anywhere 
Jrom five to fifteen minutes late. 

The difficulty is not a new one cither here or elsewhere, ami, in 
iact, it has been met quite effectively by one of the big Universities 
in the States, where the students, finding that a petition to the pro- 
lessors had no effect', proceeded to take the matter into their own 
bands. Now, as soon as the fifty-minute period is reached they ga- 
ther up their books, and leave the room, and incidentally the lec- 
turer, whether he has finished his lecture, nearly finished, or is in 
the middle of a sentence. The remedy has proven most effective. 
We do not anticipate that any such drastic measure sneed be taken 
here, but we do ask for a little consideration for the students who 
sit quaffing huge draughts from the fountain of knowledge.

SIMON PURE. 

• Tlio basic principle of all amateur sport is that no man should 
l>e allowed to commercialize his skill or nroiaiiipiiee in any game 
and still remain an amateur.' With this as a working basis the 
United States Lawn Tennis Assoeiation will meet in New York to de* 
eide ''once and for all whether the sport is to be placed on an abso- 
lutely amateur basis." The United States Golf Assoeiation was 
doubtless moved by the same high and lofty mot i vex when it spent 
several days last month in "defining an amateur." 

Jt seems as if it should be eomparatively easy to "define nn 
amateur" if we were to consider only the spirit with which a man 
enters into an athletic contest. Hut "spirit" is at best rather indef- 
inite, and certain rules are perhaps necessary. But it does seem that 
it is about time to call a halt and ask whither these rules are taking 
us. As the definitions of an amateur pile up line upon line and pre- 
cept upon precept, the amateur rules become so complicated anil so 
strict, that they are at once serious and ludicrous. 

Perhaps a man is violating the spirit, of true amateur sports- 
manship when he accepts a position as salesman in some sporting 
goods house, but just why he should be placed in the same class with 
the professional boxer, bicycle rider or runner — the man who re- 
'ceives a good sized slice of the coin of the realm for playing the game 
— we cannot see. A landscape architect who designed a golf course 
has been declared a professional golfer — and we suppose if he came 
to college he would be barred from intercollegiate sports. A proni- 
jment Illinois swimmer lost his amateur standing because he re- 
ceived a salary for working as a life guard on one of the Chicago 
beaches during the summer — using his knowledge and ability in the 
sport for profit. 

Everyone will admit that amateur sports must be kept free from 
commercialism, but to a good many onlookers it appears as though 
the quest for a "Simon Pure" athlete were leading us into paths far 
removed frnm those in which we started. Instead of complicating 
the amateur rules, why not simplify them, with the idea in veiw of 
giving the participant the greatest amount of freedom possible, 
consistent with clean Sportsmanship, free from professional spirit, 
attitude and conduct 1 If athletics for the wealthy only is what is 
detired, that purpose will soon be accomplished. But if that is the 
and in view, why should it not be announced, rather than for the 
"Simon Pure" advocates to conceal their aetivitieg under the mis- 
nomer of a campaign to eliminate professionalism ?— The Daily Illini.

The McGill Battery. 

Following are some extracts from 
a letter received from George B. Bov- 
Ing, 'IB, by a member of the staff. 
Ceorge Joined the McGIll (271st) 
Heavy Battery last spring, along with 
several other Macdonald boys. 

"After having been in camp for 
about lf> days, over here, we moved 
to another part of the same camp. 
The former was for field artillery, the 
latter Infantry, our quarters being 
next the 4th Pioneers. The move was 
In some way a step toward better 
conditions, especially in the way of 
food. This paradise did not last so 
very long, as on Oct. 17th we were 
again moved, and at the lime I had a 
cold, or rather influenza, stnl on the 
evening of the day of arrival I went 
to bed. While still in the camp spok- 
en of above, the leave which was to 
be given us was cancelled, much to 
our disappointment. However, as 
soon as I got out of lied, the news 
began to flash around that the bat- 
tery really was to go on leave, and I 
was lucky enough to fall In with the 
first 7T.. Though I was weak. 1 man- 
aged to reach the station here, aini 
Ihrntigh the station the tubes, to an- 
other station In London. I got the 
train for the small country place where 
my brother is living. There 1 spent 
six lovely days. The house is large, 
the garden big, with plenty of fruit 
and good meals. Altogether a splen- 
did convalescent home, and after three 
days I was myself once more. I then 
visited London for two days, and saw 
I little of the city, but it Is so huge 
that one could spend a whole year 



sight-seeing, and then not sec it all. 
That was Oct. 20th-2f.th. Since that 
Lime I have hud two wt:ek-cnd leaves, 
the first to Wimbledon Park, where I 
visited some friends of my brothers, 
and on the second 1 again visited my 
brother. The work in this camp has 
been to a large extent gun drill, but 
as we do not huve 'the' guns here, but 
practice on smaller ones, the Work 
becomes somewhat lmitationable. It 
has also become rather monotonous 
work, as for the last month, we have 
learned nothing new. Once or twice 
a week we have dlgglng-ln. which 
consists In digging gun-pits, commu- 
nication trenches, and dug-outs. We 
also build and construct the dug-outs, 
and as I am one of the carpenters, 1 
enjoy it Immensely. Besides holding 
this position I am one of the Physical 
Instructors In the battery, and from 
now on this branch will be strictly 
enforced. 

"The health of the battery has not 
been too good. The English climate 
Is a hard one to get accustomed to, 
and ao far we have always supplied 
between 7 and 15 men a day for the 
sick parade. 

"Before November 17th it rained 
without notice at any time, and we 
had a taste of what mud could be 
like. Since then the weather has been 
fair, and then the cold weather start- 
ed In. lt was, however, not continu- 
ous; bul the second spell is now on. 

"The cry for new uniforms has of- 
ten been heard by the Q. M., but only 
a very few of the battery hav re- 
ceived any new clothlag. Fortunately 
I pulled a tunic, but I am still wall- 
ing for some hoots. I bought myselt 
a pair of new trousers, as my own 
have shrunk, or I have become stout. 

"Taking It all around, the life is not 
too bad, and the worst is yet to come. 
A little grumbling Is heard now and 
then, but when conditions are altered 
things improve, and everything goes 
along as usual. 

"If I can get leave, I spend it with 
friends In Wimbledon. In any case 
we will have Xmas, and wn won't 
worry. At present Hatch is down 
with influenza. The other boys are 
O.K. Hatch, M. B. Davis. Doug. 
Mathews, and I are in one hut. 

"The mist and fog Is thick OS the 
deuce outside, and the night is black. 
This does not keep us Inside, how- 
ever, as the paths and short cuts are 
all known, and if we want to get any- 
where, there does not exist any 'huts' 
or 'Ifs.' As for walking, well. If a 
man does not know how to before be 
joins, he will pretty soon lenrn. We 
may have route march all day, and 
think nothing of walking 8 miles to a 
town In the vicinity, tf we then meet 
friends, well, another 4 miles will 
usually be covered before evening Is 
over. 

"1 uni in the best of health and in 
good spirits. Probably move to the 
tiling camp on the south coast at the 
end of this month, and <j to 8 weeks 
should make us fit for the front. Here 
Is hoping."

Though the campus at McGiIl is 
now very little used in comparison to 
what it was at tho beginning of the 
war, Iheru has been begun another 
and a new work, that of helping the 
returned soldier. It seems only fit- 
ting that the University should be aa 
ready and willing to help the men on 
their return as they were to aid the 
training at the commencement of the 
war. The faculty of Applied Science 
placed the workshops In the Kngiu- 
.•ertng Building at the disposal of tho 
Hospitals' Commission, which is look- 
ing after the welQire of returned 
men. and fitting them for further 
occupation by a variety of training un- 
der skilled specialists. 

Yesterday morning the first party ol 
returned soldiers, about twenty in 
number, commenced work 111 the ma- 
chine shops of the Workman Build- 
ing- 1" conversation with McGiIl 
Dally, Mr. Millar, instructor of the 
machine shop, was loud In his prals.- 
of the Intense earnestness of the men 
present to understand the work of tho 
machine shop. Many of the men are 
not lu fit condition to undertake heavy 
work as yet, and they have been 
started as a preliminary on chipping 
at the bench. Some of the returned 
soldiers have never done any work of j 
this nature before, but are exhibiting 
an adeptness to the work that is sur- 
prising. On the other hand, some 
have had long experience at Just this 
kind of work, but have become strange 
by being oui of It for the last two or 
more years. There are all sorts of 
men in every kind of physical condi- 1 
lion, and men who lufve been egaged 
in times past lit various ways. Some 
have attended college and have de- 
•,-rees, but all show the same spirit, 
and are anxious to learn ihe Intrica- 
cies of tho machinist's trade. It Is 
the ambition of the returned goldlets 
to further aid their country, and they 
arc eager for training that they may 
work in munition plants In the city 
and elsewhere. 

Classes are to be conducted on Mon- 
day morning, the whole of Tuesday, 
Wednesday morning, all day Thurs- 
day, and Friday morning of each week. 
These periods of instruction are, in 
addition to those given to the differ- 
ent years of Undergraduates in Ap- 
plied Science, who take their classes 
at the Intervening periods of the 
week. With regard to the extra bur- 
den that these classes nt soldiers 
would mean to Mr. Millar and his as- 
sistants, MeGill Daily found that they 
were all willing to give the men who 
bad done their part so nobly the bene- 
fit of their experience, anil considered 
It a privilege to do so.

An excellent description of Cornel] 
University In general, and of Us Col- 
lege of Agriculture in particular, has 
been received from C. II. Smith, '18, 
by one of his former classmates. 
"Smithy" was a prominent member of 
Class '111 last year, and Is now a mem- 
ber nt the second year In Agriculture 
at Cornell. 

His letter reads as follows "You 
asked me in your last letter to give 
you a description of Cornell Univer- 
sity, and of Its College of Agriculture, 
Well. I might say tluit I have mil been 
here long enough to acquaint myself 

with any of the Colleges outside of 
that of Agriculture, and 1 will, there- 
fore, have the most to say concerning 
the training leading to the 1!. S. de- 
gree. 

"Tiie Colleges that compose the in- 
stitution known as Cornell University 
are: Agriculture, Arts and Science, 

Mechanical Engineering, Civil Engin- 
eering, Veterinary, Architecture, Law, 
and Medicine, 

"Tin' campus and grounds, located 
i n the top and side of a large hill, at 
Ithuca, N.Y.. make up 1,800 acres. 
They are said to he the most beauti- 
ful in America, I can well vouch for 
this statement, because of the rolling 
terrain, the wonderful view of Lake 
Cayuga, and its Valley obtained from 
the 'slope.' the v^> kept lawn urea, the 
large number m mature evergreens 
and deciduous trees i including the SO 
American elms, set out by the Class 
of 'Mil, tiie manifold variety of shrubs 
and vines, the deep Cascadtlla ravine 
and river cutting across part of the 
land, and the other wonderful works 
of nature which beautify the campus. 

"The buildings are of most pleas- 
ing architecture. The main library, 
with its high tower and four large 
clocks, is without doubt the most at- 
tractive building we have. The library 
chimes are of no minor repute. Their 
peals are sent out far and wide three 
times a day, with popular music, col- 
lege pieces nnd hymns. At present 
after our e.xnins.. the bus toil in ti chorus 
Is played unite frequently for the con- 
volution of Hie belated 'bustees,' (the 
unfortunate plucked ones).

Almost dall- 
as many as 1,0o« 'studes' may be seen 
on the campus, between classes at one 
time. There are undergraduates from 
every state in the Union, from most 
of the European countries, from Asi- 
atic countries (45 from China). South 
America, .Mexico, and many from 
Canada, 

"The College of Agriculture Is, as 
you know, ruled as foremost oy 
Washington. Its complete equipment, 
Its renowned professors und Instruc- 
tors, and its excellent system of 
courses, gives the Department of 
Agriculture well based reason for 
this placing. It would probably re- 
quire fifty years to lake all of thé 
courses given here. This method In 
Use allows thorough speciuliuuÉBn nnd 
research work lending to H.sT, M.S., 
and Ph.D, degrees. The year is di- 
vided into two terms, the first from 
September 'M to February 3, and tho 
second from February 19 to .lune 2J, 
There is also u third summer, term, 
from June 30 to September 27. The 
winter short course extends over a 
period of twelve weeks, from Novem- 
ber till February. Most of the régu- 
la," courses are so arranged that they 
terminate at the end of each term. 
Many men. such as floriculture and 
vegetable specialists, attend the first 
term, and then get practical experi- 
ence tat the same time earning 
money), during the second term, by 
working along their respective lines 
during the hottest season, spring. 
These men then return after the rush 
senson, und continue their studies dur- 
ing the third term. I believe this a 
very good idea.

"Examinations for agricultural stu- 
dent* are conducted under the honor 
system, which Is administered hy a 
Committee on Student Honor. There 
are only nine required courses, five of 
these arc usually taken the first year 
and four in the Sophomore year. The 
remainder of the 120 hours required 
for a llachelor of Science degree, may 
be elected by the student, from the 
College of Agriculture, but twenty of 
these hours may be chosen from other 
Colleges of the University. This gives 
ample opportunity for a general edu- 
cation, in addition to the training 
along purely agricultural lines, 

"The living facilities hero arc, un- 
fortunately not ns pleasant as they are 
In many smaller Universities. For the 
'X'rosh' this is especially true. The 
'IT lias dormitory accommodation for 
only about 1,000 of the 7,000 students 
A complete dormitory system is plan- 
i tied, and some parts are now under 
construction, but cannot be completed 
,1111111 some future time when more 
I money Is on hand for the project. You 
lean see that with this present system 
not many students get into dormitor- 
ies, and most of them have to find 
I rooms In the outside rooming houses. 
However, the upper classmen are well 
cared for, as they generally live In 
fraternity houses. About sixty fra- 
ternities have chapters, and maintain 
houses at Cornell. The upper class- 
men having sufficient means, nre usu- 
ally nfflllatcd with and live In these 
houses. Most of these are in a sec- 
tion by themselves, adjoining the cam- 
pus, known, as "Cornell Heights." 
These fraternity bouses are about the 
best possible substitutes for homes. 
There are a few boarding houses, and 
many 'dogs,' or cafeterias, where non- 
fraternity men eut. 

"As for self-Hiipport, the facilities 
at Ci rnell are very good. laundries, 
rooming houses, cafeterias, bowling 
alleys, and book stores are managed 
and operated by the students. Many 
of the men arrange their schedules bo 
that they have ample time, outside of 
their study hours, to work for their 
looms, and wait on table for their 
board. We also have a dally eight- 
page newspaper (The Cornell Daily 
Sun), and three college magazines, 
which support a number of men. With 
these numerous means of self-aid, an 
nmbltlous fellow of limited finances, 
need have an excuse for not gaining a 
f irs-t class education at a first class 
University. 

"I believe I could write many more 
nuragraphs about this institution, but 
it cannot be any more easily told or 
understood than by Htuting Ezra Cor- 
nell's desire, 'I would found an Insti- 
tution where any person can find it. 
st ruction In any study.' which Is now 
fulfilled."

slle and molybdenite, will mark Wed- 
nesday's sessions, and also Thurs- 

The publio will be welcome to 
I all meetings. 

Thursday morning will be devoted 
mainly to metallurgical matters, in- 
cluding the refining of zinc in Canada 
jlncc the outbreak of the war. Il I» 
expected that there will also be un 
interesting discussion on what is 
needed to place the iron and steel in- 
dustry In the Dominion on a really 
, sound basis, considering future condi- 
tions.
